who were pro specting, limiting, and 
taking things pretty easy fo r J uly 
weather, o ccupied a large cabin which 
had been built uml deserted so me time 
befo re. 
Fro m this central po int small 
parties branched o ut and were go ne 
fo r sev eral day s at a time, und it 
scarcely ev er happened that the six o f 
us were at ho me at the same time. 
Wo 
had no tro uble with any thing o r a ny -, 
bo dy until, after we had o ccupied the 
place sev enteen o r eighteen day s, a 
bad spell o f weather earne o n and

the 
detached j arties in fo r 
shelter. 
We were well heeled in the

firearms, and there was 
so mething like a tho usand do llars in 
go ld amo ng the six . 
One mo rning, it being tho third day 
o f the bad weather, and the rain still 
falling, J o e, o ur co o k, went do wn to 
the fo rks o f the Stanislaus to meet a 
cano e which we ex pected up with pro ­ 
v isio ns. 
The do o r o f the cabin was 
shut, and there was a bit o f fire o n tho 
hearth, at which so me o f the men were 
mo lding bullets, and o v er which a 
kettle o f po rk and beans was bo iling. 
Two o f the gang w o re play ing co rds, 
and a third was reading, while 1 was 
ex amining so rrfe mineral specimens. In 
this state o f affairs the do o r so ftly 
o pened, ami in walked a y o ung man 
abo ut 23 y ears o f age. He was smo o th­ 
faced, red-cheeked, and had such u 
smile o n his phiz that tho sight o f him 
wo uld hav e set any o ne to grinning.

during the siege. 
These priso ners were 
supplied with ratio ns under Gen. Grant’s 
o rder, the same as their guards, but 
they didn’t alway s, o r ev en generally 
eat alo ne. 
The Unio n so ldiers fo llo w ed 
with them to a great ex tent, and, while 
guarding them 
as 
priso ners, really 
treated them as o ld friends, and dis­ 
cussed the incidents o f the siege with 
them with great relish. 
Amo ng the 
priso ners was a y o ung o fficer named 
Saunders, belo nging to an Arkansas 
regiment, who beco me a fav o rite in the 
camp o f the Sev enteenth, and spent a 
great deal o f time fo r a few day s amo ng 
its o fficers. 
He had co me o f a go o d 
family , was well educated, und amo ng 
gentlemen alway s a gentleman. 
When 
he was paro led, a few day s later, he 
parted fro m his recent fo es, no w friends, 
with ev ident regret, taking with him a 
new Yankee unifo rm which his enter­ 
tainers had made up fo r him, to replace 
the tattered garb in which he had been 
captured. 
He went away nev er ex ­ 
pecting to see Ids new-fo und friends 
again, but a few weeks later, as the 
regiment 
was 
appro aching 
Natchez 
early o no mo rning, a ho rseman in a 
blue unifo rm, mo unted o n a mule, w as 
seen appro aching fro m the directio n o f 
the city . 
He ev idently did no t see the 
blueco ats until they were nearly upo n 
him, and then seemed anx io us to av o id 
a meeting—a kind o f co nduct the so l­ 
diers co uldn’t understand at first, as he 
wo re the blue.

markable places,” said the lio n-hunting 
Madam Necker, “ are like the summits 
o f ro cks; eagles and reptiles can o nly 
get there.” 
We do ubt the accuracy o f 
this figure, but nev ertheless it has a 
pleasing so und, and carries its illustra­ 
tio n. 
The time has arriv ed in Ameri­ 
can so ciety when the rich man—the 
billio naire-—must analy ze the cause o f 
his wealth and the natural laws of its 
increase, 
Fro m o ut that increase he 
must 
eliminate whatev er o f human 
greed he can find. 
Three carpenters 
pass by a clo thing-sto re; in fro nt are 
piled a do zen children’s sleds, such ns 
w’o uld hav e co st, in 18 6 5, no t less than 
$3 each. 
They are labeled “ 37 cents.” 
The po o r carpenters gaze o n each o ther 
in dismay . 
No w’ undo ubtedly this is 
the result o f an .accumulatio n o f wealth 
so mewhere, and, witho ut questio n, that 
accumulatio n was secured thro ugh all 
the artifices and “ No !” -say ings o f the 
“ thrifty man.” 
Tho se cheap sleds, al­ 
tho ugh a sco urge o f carpenters, are a 
blessing to men. 
The patient greed o f 
so me accumulato r lias bo rne this remo te 
fruit. 
But so o n, it may be ho ped, tho 
needs o f capital will hav e been sup­ 
plied. 
There will hav e been eno ugh 
ex acted fro m dead generatio ns to set 
up the “ plant” o f the liv ing po pulace. 
YVill it no t then be pro per fo r the 
av aricio us man to pause—at the behest

Wilkesbarhk , Pa., Nov. 27.—At 7:10 
o’clock Friday morning a terrible explotion 
of fire-damp occurred at the Conyngham 
shaft, owned and operated by the Delaware 
& Hudson Canal company, and located in 
the Second ward of this city. 
The black 
break er rises in the center of a field off a 
main road which on Friday was covered 
with six inches of snow. 
About fifty men 
had gone down into the mine, and wore sit, 
ting in groups about the bottom of the shaft 
which is nearly 800 foet below the surface,* 
waiting for orders to go to work . No work 
had, been done Thursday on account of 
Thank sgiving. 
While the minors were engagod in genial 
chat about the holiday the thundering report 
of an explosion rang through the dark corri­ 
dors, and in a second the frantic meu hurried 
to the foot of tho shaft, all anxiously peering 
upwards. In less time than it tak es to to ll it 
the deadly gas flame circled around their 
heads, and agonizing screams rent tho air. 
Many fell at once in a heap, while others, 
loss injured dropped on their k neos and stuck 
their blistered heads into tho stream of water 
that ran along the gangway. The fact that 
the men were in such close proxunity to tho 
Itoltom of the shaft, rendered their removal 
to tho surface an expeditious matter. 
In 
two hours all were safely tok en up. 
As they came up to tho surfaofe two or 
three at a time, tho horror-strick en crowds 
at tho mouth of the shaft peered anxlously at 
the faces of the men 
It was irni>osiiiblo to 
recog pi/, o any of them at that time. In some 
instances the sk in had been ripped off in 
masses, leaving the purpl-i flesh exposed, 
which in turn was begrimed with coal dirt 
to an extent that made the facial disfigure­ 
ment horrible to look at. 
As each man was 
lifted from the cage a thick blank et was at 
once thrown completely over him, and he 
was hurried away to one of the neighboring 
offices. 
Subsequently all wero placed in 
waiting vehicles and tak en to their respective 
homes. All sort of conveyances were sent to 
the scone of tho disaster. It was a cruel 
sight to see. Many of the sufferers wero 
l*assed into common coal carts and jolted 
over rick ety roe*is and pavemonta 
The cause of the explosion was as follows: 
A laborer named Cornelius A. Boyle walk ed 
to a chamber across which a little board was 
stuck with the word “gas” on it. He either 
didn’t swo this, or was careless. Any way, 
he went in with his open lamp, and this set 
fire to the gas and caused the explosion.

Williams, both Welshmen, wero tak en * it; 
terribly burned.

ANOT HER WOMAN BUT CHERED.

cowardly murders of women by their hus­ 
bands or lovers, which have so often in the 
past few years black ened the criminal record 
in tiiin country, took place In this city Thurs­ 
day right Two years ago Henry Jansen, a 
well-to-do brass-rnoldor, married a widow 
named Laura Hemur. 
He soon proved him­

The 
value of the grain said to have been stolen t 
amounts to $7,452. Mr. Campbell Friday 
morning said that his connection with the 
affair was a purely business one. 
“Mr. Eras- 
lie I k new as the representative of the Rich­ 
mond olevator. He said he had grain to sell 
and the sale was conducted lik e any other. 
You might as well ask every man who 
wanted to sell you anything to offer conclu­ 
sive proof that it was not stolen as to ask 
Mr. Emslie with his good reputation to show 
you it.” 
Mr. Egather said: “My business transac­ 
tions with Mr. Emslie were all perfectly le­ 
gitimate, and I had no means of k nowing 
about the ownership of the grain. I never 
bought directly from nor advanced money 
to him. All I did was to forward his grain 
to a mark et where it could be sold. There 
was nothing to mak e me suspicious about the 
matter. 
I have no doubt of my ability to 
vindicate myself.” 
Mr. Kennedy could not be found, but an 
acquaintance said that he claimed it to bo a 
perfectly honorable business transaction. 
The grain tak en was what is called the “over 
runnage”—grain which had accumulated for 
some time, there suit of shortages in cargoes 
of lak e and canal boats. 
In addition to the indictments for grand 
larceny, tho Richmond estate, which owns 
the elevator, has brought suits against all 
the parties to reeovor the amounts lost by 
the transaction.

raccharin, a newly-discovered substitute for 
sugar. It is a chemical product Of coal tar, 
is far sweeter than sugar, and though it can 
not yet bo manufactured as cheaply as sugar, 
yet it« great sweetness mak es it possible by 
mixing small quantities of saccharin with 
larger quantities of cheap glucose to pro­ 
duce a compound sweeter and cheaper than 
sugar.

27 .—The Irish Times (Con 
servative) says the government has resolved 
to p romp tly sup p ress all anti-rent and other 
illegal combinations; to curtail the license of 
the p ress; to f01 cibly sup p ress intimidation; to 
enforce the laws governing the p rocesses for 
the collection of debts; to p roclaim all meet­ 
ings called for certain p urp oses, and to ar 
rest certain agitators of the anti-rent p olicy. 
The Times alio says it is rep orted that troop s 
have been sent to the different p oints in the 
country where action against the anti-rent 
agitation is imminent 
Mr. John Dillon has been summoned to ap ­ 
p ear in court on Monday next and show 
cause why a criminal information should 
not be sworn against him for the sentiments 
he exp ressed in a sp eech delivered at Wood­ 
ford on Oct. IS, encouraging tenants to fol­ 
low the examp le of those on the Clanricarde 
estates in County Galway. 
He advocated a 
general submission to eviction, rather than 
p ay the rents, as the best means for bringing 
the landlords of Ireland to terms with the 
occup ants of lands in Ireland. 
The charges against Dillon are that his lan­ 
guage at the meeting held at Longford on 
the 7 th inst. led to an assault up on a bailiff 
and resistance to the execution of decrees; 
that at the Murroe meeting on Monday last 
he made a sp eech calculated to Intimidate. 
The affidavits on which the summons was 
issued were lodged by tbs p olice insp ectors 
and stenograp hers who were p resent at the 
meeting referred to. 
The citation calls up on 
Dillon to find sureties for his good behavior, 
in default of which he will be committed to 
jail. 
Messrs. Dillon and O’Brien attended a 
meeting of Lord Dillon’s tenants Friday 
night. 
They urged the tenants to firmly re 
sist all attemp ts to comp el them to p ay un­ 
just rents. 
Mr. Dillon had intended to sp eak 
a t other meetings, and it is exp ected ttyat he 
will continue to fill his engagements before 
he returns to Dublin. 
On his return her will 
p robably give bail for trial, and thus comp el 
the government to p rove the illegality of his 
action at the Longford and Murroe meet­ 
ings.

To this came the rejoinder: “ Butthe secre­ 
tary of state, who is a Democrat, will swear 
in the members of the house, and in swearing 
in those who hold certificates of election, wifi 
be not give a seat to Meagher, of Terre 
Haute? W ith Meagher you will not have 
a 
majority unless you oust Democrats and seat 
Rep ublicans.” 
He rep lied: 
“Meagher is no more entitled 
to a seat than is the czar of Russia. 
If he is 
admitted formally by the secretary of state, 
the house is Rep ublican, and may p ass finally 
up on his qualifications. 
If he p ersists in p re­ 
senting himself after he has been excluded 
l>ecaus6 of ineligibility, the sp eak er can sim- 
p ly refuse to recognize him ” 
His 
interlocutor 
further p ressed him; 
“Then there will be no trial or rep ort of 
committees on ineligible membersf’ 
His answer was: “I think not. The ineligi 
bles will simp ly be not recognized from the 
first 
Neither Meagher nor Mock is entitled 
to a seat if the constitution is of any force. 
In the senate no Rep ublican can be charged 
with ineligibility. 
They can be unseated 
after trial and up on its being » howu that 
they obtained seats by fraud. 
This will tak e 
time. 
The senator will be elected one week 
after the legislature meets.” 
Another Rep ublican of noto p rotests against 
the assertion that his p arty will resort to 
revolutionary p roceedings to secure the sena­ 
tor. 
He remark s, however, that “members 
lack ing constitutional requisites will p roba­ 
bly bo excluded from the Rep ublican house, 
and if the Democratic senate retaliates, then 
whatever bad results follow will have to be 
fathered by the Democrats.” As the consti­ 
tution requires that a quorum of either 
branch must consist of two-thirds of its mem­ 
bers, either p arty will control enough votes 
to p revent the other from reaching extreme 
measures.

cen se laws o f n either State can reach it.

p hen o men a, an d o n e o f them was that 
they were cau sed b y the marv elo u sly 
b lu e sky b ein g refiected fro m the su r­ 
face o f the water. 
Bu t that theo ry did 
n o t ex p lain an y o t’ its effects, b ecau se 
lie had freq u en tly seen the Mediter­ 
ran ean deep ly an d rieldy co lo red u n der 
white o r clo u dy sky .

For “ lie also is idle who might 
b© better employed.” If she can en­ 
dure the epithet of “ peculiar” she may 
give her life to the investigation and 
improvement of tenement houses, or 
devote herself to a particular line of 
study; otherwise her work for her fel­ 
low men and women will be confined 
to charity balls and fashionable ba­ 
zars. 
To do aught which would bring 
her a return in money is not to be 
thought of for an instant. 
And from 
the wife and daughter of tho million­ 
aire to the girl who starves behind a 
counter ruther than go into a comfort­ 
able kitchen the same power is at work. 
Alas! how weak we are. 
Women may 
say that ull honest work is ennobling, 
and all voluntary idleness belittling, 
and that, in comparison with the woman 
who never 
lifts 
a finger to serve 
another, nor has a thought above her 
own adornment and her social con­ 
quests, the woman who does the work 
of her kichen, if she do it well, is 
worthy of all the honor; but the con­
